Atused during the Wagy and Explainn the State
Dabte . ’

Nasavinee Teew, January 17.—=A mer
gige of Goyernor Marks to the Legislainre
to-day says: The paymeut of no pavt of
the 8:ate debt can b renewad unti] there
shall beah fidjstment of 1t on® sweh »
basle as will bring the debt within the
ability of the tax puyers ta meet allthe
State’s embiarmesmenta, the result of the
late war, and the nsnrpation of her gov-
grnment, and all imputations upon Ler
honor, procerd from malice, interest or
ignorance. The whole amonnt of debt
in 1861 waa $3 708,800, for whigh the Stale
was primarily liable, The revenue of the
Bate excesded the interest by abont
£300,000, The geographieal position of
Tennessee made her soil the thedter of
aotive military operations from the be-
ginning to the close of the war, The
blight of war which full npon Tenneseee
is without parallel in modera times. For
yoars her courts were cloged, her luws
abrogated, her people lefi without pro-
teotion, the arls of peace abandoned and
her accumulated wealth, banking capital
and curremey annibilated, Licensed mor-
der, arson, robbery and pillage filled the
land with terror, want andsuffering.  The
Gieneral Government selzed and appro-
printed to its use the crops und stock of
the non-combatant ¢itizens without com-
peneation, 1t ocoupied and used all the
property belonging to the State, and all
upon which it hud u lien, for the segnrity
of public creditors, It made the State
Capitol a militury fortress; it converled
the asylom and noiversity buildings into
military hospitals nnod  barrack:, and
wantonly destroying part of (hem, it seri-
ously datmnged them all; it flled the
penitentinry with itd prisoners; it de.
stroyed the turnpike and plank roada in
its wilitary use ; it atripped the branch
railroads of their iron and epproprinted
itto ita own nse; it operated the mun
line of rilroads from the beginningol
1802 to the cloge of 1865 and approprinied
all of the profits; it rook from the Siute
the banking power which had Leento
profitable to it and bestowed it upon ita
own bendholders.  The message review-
od at length the frandlent manner of the
isane of bonds of the State by the Lepi-
tature during Brownlow's adminiairation,
The bondhoiders appreciate the fact that
the debt eannotl bemel, and long sine a
cnmpromise would have bepn hid but for
the fact that the holdera of the honds of
the aolvent radlroads regarded their bonds
still & lien on the roadg, and notil that
question issettled adversely to them they
will never offer g compromise within the
ability of taxpayers. The confusion of
the just debt of the Stale with the qnes.
tionable and frandnlant debit has resulted
disastronsly to her interest and repnin.
tion. There has never been a time when
the State was not able and willing to pay
the interesl upor her jusl indebldness,
bt by uniting all payment has been
mm.le:impr-aaibre. The bonds which rep-
resent the several branches of our State
dubt can at least be approximately dis-
tinguihed, and if g0 they poght to le
distingnished, and permit each branch of
the debt to stand wpon its own merits
and be adjusted acoordingly, and for thia
purpose au nnrropriam committeeghonld
investigate all thie facts connected with
the debt sud report thereon. In order
that the justice of the case of the Stale
may be exhibited and intelligent action
had, if an adjostment i8 wade, the con.
pons aught not ta be made regeivablo for
tuxes, The demand for this condition
implies n want of confidence in the in-
tegrity of the State and ought for that
rénson to be rejected; but asa matter of
principle the State should never consent
to put her sovereignty, which she holds
in trust for the welfure of the whole peo-
ple, in pledge for the debt. I any ad-
justment is adopted ir onght to ba sub.
mitted to the people for their ratification
or rejection at the ballot box, and if it ia
approved by the people at the polls the
Logiglatare will be convened, if necessury
for the purpose of enacting it intoa law,
That pledge has been made to the people
and it ought to he respected. If diere:

rded upon any ground it will only af-
ord oceasion for distrnat and insure the
ultimate defeat of any adjustment made,
an the history of our State debtshows
that}in every contest with the bondholder
and railroad companies on one side and
the tax-payers on the other, that the
tax payers have gone down, It i notre.
